Story of International Boot- 


legging Combine to Be 
Revealed at Trial—Crime 
Staged in Launch. 


NEWPORT NEWS, Va.. Feb. 14.— 


An international bootlegging combine 
in which the United States, Japan and 
Greece figure will be unfolded nest 
week when K. Tsoukalaraki?. Greek, 
is placed on trial in the Elizabeth 
City County Circuit court in Hamp- 
ton on a charge of triple murder, ac- 
cording to officers interested in the 
case. 


Tsaukalarakis is charged with the 


murder of the following persons: 


George Andrews. Greek, his friend 


and confessed partner in illicit whisky 
traffic: H. Honoromis. Jap. a man of 
mystery, from Norfolk: K. Tumacfe. 
Jap. another man of mystery, from 
Norfolk. 
Tsoukalarakis returned to Hampton 
October 7 in his launch and reported 
the Japs had killed Andrews and then 
leaped 
overboard themselves in a 
death grapple for Andrews' money or 
as the result of a 
disagreement 


among themselves. 
"I did not take part in the fight 
because it was none of my affair and 
because I was steering the boat," he 
is quoted as saying.

Newport News and Nor- 
folk, as well as federal officers, probed 
the triple killing for weeks.

Tsoukalarakis was charged with the 
triple murder and the grand jury in- 
dicted him.
